Peering  Behind  the  Mask 

Marion  Art  Center  Displays  Cultural  Folk  Art 


A  stark,  grave  image  of  a  bearded  man  stares 
indifferently  from  the  wall  at  about  eye-level.  At  first,  the 
empty  eye  sockets  seem  hard  and  cold  —  but  then  the 
features  seem  to  change,  and  the  face  suddenly  appears 
friendly  and  welcoming. 

Such  is  the  dichotomy  of  the  exhibit  of  masks, 
fabric  and  folk  art  now  on  display  at  the  Marion  Art 
Center. 

The  diverse  display  —  which  includes  work  from 
Africa,  Central  and  South  America,  Southeastern  Asia, 
Indonesia,  and  Japan  —  is  from  the  private  collection  of 
Reverend  Richard  Kellaway  of  the  First  Unitarian  Church 
in  New  Bedford  and  his  wife,  Jean.  The  couple  ordinarily 
keeps  these  treasures  in  their  Fairhaven  home  —  which 
they've  had  to  build  an  addition  on  in  order  to 
accommodate  the  numerous  masks,  dolls,  puppets, 
clothing,  and  paintings.  But  this  month  they've  loaned 
the  exhibit  to  the  Marion  Art  Center,  which  will  feature 
the  work  through  March  24. 

"There  are  two  kinds  of  collectors,"  Reverend 
Kellaway  said.  "Some  people  buy  and  sell  portions  of 
their  collection  to  upgrade  in  quality,  while  the  quantity 
remains  the  same.  Then  there  are  inveterate  collectors 
who  just  keep  adding  to  their  collections.  That's  the  way 
we  are.  It  eventually  reached  a  point  where  we  had  to 
build  an  addition  to  our  home  ...  and  there  still  isn't 
enough  room." 

Reverend  Kellaway  and  his  wife  said  they  enjoy 
loaning  the  exhibit  to  various  museums  and  cultural 
centers  because  it  affords  them  a  new  way  of  viewing  the 
artwork.  They  relish  seeing  someone  who  appreciates  the 
novelty  of  one  of  their  masks  or  unique  paintings. 

"I  think  it's  wonderful  to  see  other  people 
(admire)  things  from  the  display  and  look  at  them  as  if 
for  the  first  time,"  he  said.  "When  you  live  with  artwork, 
it  becomes  very  much  part  of  the  background  of  daily 
life.  Part  of  the  thrill,  for  us,  is  seeing  other  people  react 
to  the  exhibit." 

As  a  travel  agent,  Jean  Kellaway  was  responsible 
for  arranging  trips  for  both  herself  and  her  husband  — 
and,  in  turn,  setting  them  on  the  path  to  becoming  ardent 
folk  art  collectors.  Although  the  couple  weren't  big  "art 
collectors"  in  the  traditional  sense,  Reverend  Kellaway 
found  that  folk  art  in  other  countries  was  too  reasonable 
to  pass  up. 

"I've  been  collecting  most  of  my  adult  life,"  he 
said.  "When  we  began  to  travel  we  found  fascinating  folk 
art  in  many  places  which  people  can  afford  at  modest 
salaries.  I  think  art  in  the  United  States  can  be  terribly 
expensive.  When  we  got  to  Mexico,  for  example,  we 
found  wonderful  (artworks)  at  very  reasonable  prices." 


Although  the  collection  does  include  a  variety  of 
media,  the  bulk  of  the  exhibit  —  and  the  most  stunning 
part  thereof  —  is  comprised  of  masks.  Though  they  hang 
immobile  on  a  wall,  most  of  the  faces  seem  to  take  on  a 
life  of  their  own.  Reverend  Kellaway  said  his  interest  in 
masks  stems  from  the  fact  that  people  use  them  to  affect 
change. 

"I  think  there's  something  mysterious  about 
(masks),"  he  said.  "Masking  is  a  way  people  use  to 
present  themselves  that  is  meaningful  to  them.  It  is  an 
opportunity  for  them  to  take  on  different  roles  and 
characters ...  and  bring  out  certain  experiences. 

"I  think  people  use  masks  as  a  way  of  touching 
the  sacred  element  in  their  existence." 

The  show  also  include  toys,  sculptures,  and  other 
free-standing  objects  from  the  Kella way's  many  trips  to 
Mexico  and  other  parts  of  the  world.  Saris,  sarongs, 
kimonos  will  also  be  displayed.  Some  of  the  masks, 
costumes  and  animal  items  are  also  available  for 
purchase,  should  you  be  interested  in  starting  your  own 
collection. 

"It's  sometimes  difficult  to  part  with  many  of  the 
pieces,"  Reverend  Kellaway  admitted.  "Mainly  because 
there's  usually  a  story  that  goes  along  with  every  piece. 
But  my  wife  particularly  loves  the  buying  and  selling 
aspect  of  collecting ...  and  we  use  the  proceeds  to 
purchase  new  works." 

The  Kellaway  Exhibit  of  Masks,  Fabric  and  Folk 
Art  will  be  on  display  in  the  galleries  of  the  Marion  Art 
Center  now  through  March  24.  The  galleries  are  open  to 
the  public  Tuesday  through  Friday,  1:00  to  5:00  pm,  and 
Saturday,  10:00  am  to  2:00  pm.  There  is  no  admission 
charge.  Please  call  748-1266  for  further  information.

Mattapoisett  Selectmen's  Meeting 

February  28, 1995

A  meeting  of  the  Mattapoisett  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Tuesday  February 
28  at  7:30  pm  by  Chairman  John  N.  DeCosta,  Jr.  Also 
present  were  Selectman  Daniel  O.  Mahoney,  Select- 
man Paul  E.  Lambalot,  and  Secretary  Melody  A. 
Mills. 

The  board  reconvened  after  an  Executive 
Session  with  Town  Counsel  Thomas  Crotty 
Environmental  Engineering  and  GeoTechnics,  Inc. 
Senior  Project  Manager  Thomas  Quigley  Fire  Chief 
Ronald  Scott,  and  Water  /Sewer  Superintendent 
William  T.  Nicholson  to  discuss  possible  litigation 
with  the  town. 

This  evening  began  with  an  appointment 
with  Board  of  Health  members  Daniel  C.  Lee,  Jr., 
Robert  M.  Field,  and  Russell  L.  Bailey,  along  with 
Board  of  Health  Agent  Dale  S.  Barrows  regarding  the 
town's  Environmental  Report  Card  grade. 

The  Selectmen  and  the  Board  of  Health  were 
very  concerned  since  they  read  an  article  this  morn- 
ing in  The  Boston  Globe  that  stated  the  Town  of 
Mattapoisett  had  recycled  only  3  percent  of  their 
total  waste  last  year.  These  figures  are  actually  two 
to  three  years  old,  according  to  the  Board  of  Health.

This  new 
system  will  be  integrated  with  the  new  Communications 
Center  once  it  is  up  and  running. 

The  board  noted  that  Ms.  Ferreira  had  checked 
into  applying  the  dividend  the  town  received  last  week 
from  Worker's  Compensation  payments  toward  their 
current  bill.  The  agency  agreed  to  apply  $1,855  of  the  total 
$2,470  dividend  toward  this  year's  bill,  and  the  remaining

"Depending  on  our  Cherry  Sheet  figures  —  which 
we  won't  see  for  awhile  —  and  the  school  budget,  I  think 
we  can  expect  to  get  about  the  same  as  last  year,"  Ms. 
Ryan  said.  "We  shouldn't  be  in  too  bad  shape." 

FinCom  members  questioned  the  purchase  of  a 
word  processor  or  computer  for  use  by  the  front  office.  It 
was  explained  that  the  computer  would  be  used  for  basic 
word  processing  and  clerical  duties.  The  FinCom 
suggested  using  the  current  computer  now  in  the  Town 
Clerk's  office,  which  is  being  replaced  this  year. 

With  that  done,  the  FinCom  then  scrutinized  a 
$18,500  request  for  Town  Hall  repairs  under  Selectmen's 
Capital  Expenses.  The  repairs  included  $17,000  to  replace 
the  roof,  $1,000  to  purchase  a  new  rug  for  the  front  office, 
and  $500  to  re-paint  and  varnish  the  Selectmen's  office. 

"I  think  the  $17,000  estimate  to  repair  the  roof  is 
outrageous,"  said  FinCom  member  Michael  Bare.  "There's 
no  way  it  will  cost  that  much." 

But  Selectman  Hughes  said  they  had  solicited  an 
estimate,  and  that  was  the  figure  they  received.
